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HISTORICAL. 

For  the  second  meeting  of  the  Alabama  Educational 
Association,  in  the  year  1882,  Miss  Julia  Strudwick  Tut- 
wiler  prepared  a  paper  that  advocated  technical  educa- 
tion for  women.  During  the  nine  years  that  followed, 
Miss  Tutwiler  used  her  best  efforts,  in  the  Alabama  Edu- 
cational Association,  in  the  General  Assembly,  and  else- 
where, to  secure  the  creation  of  an  industrial  school  for 
Alabama  girls.  The  Act  creating  the  Alabama  Girls 
Industrial  School  was  passed  by  the  General  Assembly 
in  February,  1893,  the  bill  for  its  establishment  having 
been  introduced  into  the  Senate  by  the  Honorable  Sol 
D.  Bloch,  of  Camden. 

LOCATION. 

The  school  was  located  at  Montevallo,  Shelby  County, 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  1896,  and  on  Monday,  Octo- 
ber 12,  of  the  same  year,  the  v/ork  of  the  first  session 
began. 

Montevallo,  a  picturesque  village  on  the  Southern  Rail- 
way, is  near  the  geographical  center  of  the  State,  and 
is  a  remarkably  healthful  place. 

There  are  Baptist,  Episcopal,  Methodist,  and  Presby- 
terian churches  in  the  town,  with  regular  services  in 
each;  and  several  times  during  the  session  a  Roman 
Catholic  priest  conducts  services  for  the  members  of 
that  church. 

BUILDING  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  school  buildings  are  well  situated  on  a  hilltop  in 
the  midst  of  a  large  campus,  commanding  a  beautiful 
view  from  every  point. 

The  Dormitory  is  a  brick  building,  heated  by  steam 
and  lighted  by  electricity.  The  school  owns  and  controls 
its  own  Light  Plant,  Water  Works  and  Laundry. 
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LIBRARY. 

The  school  Library  had  its  origin  in  1897,  in  a  loan 
gift  of  books  from  the  Alabama  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs.  Mrs.  James  L.  McConaughy,  of  the  Montevallo 
Studiosis  made  the  appeal  that  secured  this  gift.  The 
number  of  volumes  now  in  the  Library  is  about  two 
thousand.  These  have  been  classified  by  the  Dewey  sys- 
tem, and  by  means  of  the  card  catalog  are  made  a 
most  valuable  asset  in  the  students'  independent  collat- 
eral work. 

The  leading  State  dailies,  many  county,  and  some 
religious  papers  are  always  to  be  found  on  the  racks. 

In  addition,  there  are  the  best  magazines  of  the  day. 
literary,  scientific,  educational,  musical,  art,  household 
and  fashion. 

MUSEUM. 

A  foundation  for  a  Museum  has  been  laid.  The  Smith- 
sonian Institution  has  generously  contributed  three  col- 
lections in  its  noted  "Educational  Series,"  namely : 
"Minerals  and  Ores,"  "Fossils,"  and  "Marine  Inverte- 
brates." These  have  been  supplemented  by  some  private 
donations.  We  solicit  contributions  for  the  Museum 
with  the  assurance  that  all  specimens  will  be  properly 
cared  for. 

PURPOSES. 

The  object  of  the  State  in  establishing  and  supporting 
this  school  was  to  give  therein  instruction  in  the  liberal 
arts  and  sciences — and  the  purpose  of  the  school  is  to 
prepare  the  young  women  of  Alabama : — 

1.  To  exert  an  uplifting  and  refining  influence  in  the 
home  and  society  by  means  of  the  cultured  intellect  at- 
tained by  systematic  training  in  the  liberal  arts  and 
sciences. 

2.  To  be  skillful  in  those  domestic  arts  that  are  fun- 
damental in  all  true  housekeeping  and  home-making. 
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3.  To  do  effective  work  as  professional  teachers. 

4.  To  be  self-supporting  through  proficiency  in  one  or 
more  of  those  industrial  or  fine  arts  open  to  women. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

1.  For  those  students  entering  the  Freshman  Class 
one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (128)  units  are  required 
for  graduation,  eighty  (80)  in  the  literary  departments 
and  forty-eight  (48)  in  the  technical. 

2.  These  units  are  distributed  as  follows :  In  the  lit- 
erary departments,  twenty  (20)  in  -^ach  of  the  four 
years;  and,  in  the  technical,  ten  (10)  as  a  Major  and 
two  (2)  as  a  Minor  in  each  of  the  four  years. 

3.  There  are  three  (3)  Courses  of  Literary  Study,  the 
English,  the  Scientific  and  the  Classical,  the  latter  de- 
signed especially  for  those  students  preparing  for  College. 

4.  The  units  assigned  to  the  various  literary  subjects 
are  as  follows :

5.  (1)  As  far  as  possible,  the  Technical  Departments, 
by  grouping  or  otherwise,  offer  four-year  courses,  for 
instance  Art,  Education,  Music,  Household  Economics 
(Sewing,  Millinery  and  Domestic  Science,  etc.). 

(2)  Technical  work,  until  such  requirements  for 
graduation  are  satisfied,  is  required  of  all  students,  no 
matter  in  what  class  they  enter,  but  to  encourage  the 
matriculation  of  students  ready  to  enter  the  Junior  class, 
technical  units  count  for  graduation  in  the  Junior  and 
Senior  years  only. 

(3)  Students  who  have  satisfied  the  requirements  for 
graduation  in  either  the  literary  or  technical  department 
are  excused  from  further  work  in  that  department  and 
allowed  to  specialize  in  the  other.

EXPLANATION  OF  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

1.  As  the  basis  of  all  the  regular  work  of  the  school, 
three  courses  of  literary  study  are  offered.  The  com- 
pletion of  any  one  of  these,  together  with  one  prescribed 
couse  of  technical  work — an  industrial  or  fine  art,  the 
commercial  course,  or  that  in  education, — will  be  neces- 
sary for  graduation. 

2.  As  far  as  possible,  the  work  in  these  literary 
courses  is  of  equal  value,  but  the  head  of  each  technical 
department  will  decide  as  to  which  course  is  best  suited 
to  its  students. 

3.  Students  will  select  their  literary  courses  and  their 
industrial  studies  under  the  direction  and  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Advisory  Committee  and  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Faculty,  and  no  changes  will  be  allowed  during 
the  session  except  for  important  considerations.  Courses 
selected  before  entrance  are  subject  to  the  same  approval, 
and  no  student  may  register  in  any  class  without  written 
permission. 

4.  Courses  are  planned  for  the  average  student  who 
will  thus  require  four  years  for  graduation. 

5.  Diplomas  are  given  only  as  indicated  above,  for 
the  completion  of  the  prescribed  course  of  literary  and 
technical  study.     However,  when  a  graduate  course  is 
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offered   in   any   department,    a   special    diploma   will   be 
awarded  for   its   satisfactory  completion. 

6.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  take  more  than 
twenty-five  periods  of  literary  class  work. 

7.  Graduates  of  other  institutions  of  equal  rank  may. 
at  the  discretion  of  the  President,  be  excused  from  lit- 
erary studies,  and  allowed  to  specialize  in  the  industrial 
departments. 
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PSYCHOLOGY  AND  EDUCATION. 
Miss  Haley. 

Psychology  is  required  in  the  Senior  Class  of  both  the 
English  and  Scientific  Courses.  The  aim  is  to  study  the 
facts  of  psychology  with  reference  to  every  day  life  and 
to  teach  the  students  to  apply  psychology  to  real  needs. 

Text — James  and  Thorndike. 

EDUCATION. 

The  work  in  Education  is  a  four-year  course,  which 
may  be  taken  as  a  Technical  Major,  beginning  in  the 
Freshman  year. 

Students,  however,  are  encouraged  to  complete  a  lit- 
erary-industrial course,  and  then  return  for  a  year's 
special  work  of  preparation  for  the  profession  of  teach- 
ing. 

No  diploma  is  given  until  the  candidate  for  graaun- 
tion  has  received  a  first  grade  teacher's  certificate;  still, 
all  students  who  expect  to  teach,  even  though  they  may 
not  be  able  to  take  all  the  work  in  Education,  are  ad- 
vised to  elect  as  much  of  it  as  their  time  and  opportunity 
will  permit. 

The  aim  throughout  the  course  is  to  make  the  work 
as  practical  as  possible,  and  to  fix  in  the  minds  of  the 
students  the  responsibilities  and  possibilities  of  the  life- 
work  that  they  have  chosen.  To  this  end,  there  is  class- 
room discussion  of  present  conditions  as  well  as  theories ; 
schools  in  the  community  are  visited  and  studied ;  Teach- 
ers' Institutes  within  reach  are  attended ;  educational 
journals,  school  and  publishers'  catalogs  are  examined 
and  discussed ;  lectures  and  informal  talks  of  vital  ques- 
tions of  professional  interest  are  given  by  helpful  visitors. 

Observation  is  begun  and  continued  throughout  the 
course,  opportunity  for  such  work  being  afforded  by  our 
own  elementary  classes  and  by  the  village  school.     Prac- 
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tice  teaching  in  elementary  work  is  required  of  all  stu- 
dents before  graduation.

ENGLISH.

The  course  of  study  in  English  includes  the  grammar 
and  history  of  the  English  language,  rhetoric  and  com- 
position, the  history  of  both  American  and  English  lit- 
erature, and  selected  English  classics.  Careful  atten- 
tion is  given  to  composition  throughout  the  entire  four 
years. 

The  requirement  for  admission  to  the  English  depart- 
ment is  that  the  student  shall  have  completed  and  shall 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  Buehler's  Grammar, 
or  some  other  text  of  equal  grade.  Every  new  student 
will  be  required  to  take  an  examination  before  she  is  ad- 
mitted to  the  class  for  which  she  is  an  applicant. 

The  work  required  in  the  English  department  is  as 
follows : 

English  1.  First  term:  Whitney  and  Lockwood's 
Grammar  to  page  106,  and  a  review  of  punctuation. 

Second  term :  Whitney  and  Lockwood's  Grammar  to 
page  185,  and  a  general  treatment  of  analysis. 

Literature.  Text  book:  Brander  Mathews  American 
Literature.  Required  reading:  Hawthorne's  ''Wonder 
Book  for  Girls  and  Boys;"  Lowell's  "Vision  of  Sir  Laun- 
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fal;"  Coleridge's  "Ancient  Mariner;"  Macaulay's  "Lays 
of  Ancient  Rome;"  Scott's  "Ivanhoe;"  Shakespeare's 
"Merchant  of  Venice;"  and  Bunyan's  "Pilgrim's  Pro- 
gress." 

English  2.  First  term :  Review  and  complete  Whit- 
ney and  Lockwood's  Grammar.  An  examination  is  given 
over  the  entire  book.  Second  term :  Gardner,  Kittredge 
and  Arnold's  Elements  of  English  Composition. 

Literature.  Text  book :  Brander  Matthews'  Ameri- 
can Literature.  For  careful  study,  Franklin's  "Autobio- 
graphy," and  Shakespeare's  "As  You  Like  It."  For  gen- 
eral reading.  Goldsmith's  "Vicar  of  Wakefield,"  Scott's 
"Lady  of  the  Lake,"  Shakespeare's  "Henry  V,"  and  selec- 
tions from  American  authors. 

English  3.  Complete  Gardner,  Kittredge  and  Arnold's 
Elements  of  English  Composition.     Five  units. 

Literature.  Text  book :  Halleck's  History  of  English 
Literature.  For  careful  study,  Macaulay's  "Life  of  John- 
son," and  Shakespeare's  "Julius  Caesar." 

For  general  reading,  Addison's  "Sir  Roger  deCoverly 
Papers,"  Tennyson's  "Princess,"  Carlyle's  ."Essay  on 
Burns,"  and  Arnold's  "Sohrab  and  Rustum."    Five  units. 

English  4.  New  students  applying  for  entrance  to 
this  class  are  required  to  have  completed  the  courses  in 
reading  and  in  the  history  of  literature  pursued  in  the 
lower  classes,  or  work  the  equivalent  of  this.  They  are 
required,  also  to  take  an  examination  in  grammer  and 
in  rhetoric  or  to  bring  certificates  from  other  schools  of 
equal  rank  of  their  proficiency  in  these  studies. 

First  term :  A  careful  study  of  Shakespeare's  "Mac- 
beth" and  George  Eliot's  "Silas  Marner." 

Second  term :  For  careful  study,  Milton's  "Minor 
Poems,"  Macaulay's  "Essay  on  Milton,"  and  Burke's 
"Speech  on  Conciliation  with  America."  For  general 
reading,  "Carlyle's  "Essay  on  Burns,"  and  Tennyson's 
"Idylls  of  a  King,"  selections  from  Browning,  Gaskell's 
"Cranford,"  and  Dickens'  "Tale  of  Two  Cities."     Dur- 
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ing  both  terms  lectures  are  given  on  important  forms 
of  prose;  themes  illustrating  these  principles  are  re- 
quired daily  or  weekly;  in  connection  with  this  work, 
Woolley's  Hand-book  of  English  Composition  is  used. 
Five  units. 

MATHEMATICS.

HISTORY. 

"Education  adds  to  the  child's  experience  the  exper- 
ience of  the  human  race.  His  experience  is  necessarily 
one-sided  and  shallow;  that  of  the  race  is  thousands  of 
years  deep  and  is  rounded  to  fullness.  Such  deep  and 
rounded  experience  we  call  wisdom.  To  prevent  the 
child  from  making  costly  mistakes  we  give  him  the  bene- 
fit of  seeing  the  lives  of  others." — Wm.  T.  Harris. 

The  applicant  for  entrance  to  the  department  of  his- 
tory must  show,  either  by  examination  or  by  acceptable 
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certificate,  that  she  has  completed  a  course  in  United 
States  History.  If  she  applies  to  entrance  into  any 
class  above  the  Freshman,  she  must  show,  either  by  exa- 
mination or  by  acceptable  certificate,  that  she  has  finished 
the  history  courses  preceding  that  of  the  class  she  wishes 
to  enter.

AGRICULTURE. 

Mr.  Chesnutt. 

Agriculture  is  given  in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
years  to  those  preparing  for  the  State  examination.  Em- 
phasis is  given  to  those  topics  which  the  teachers  of  the 
State  should  impress  upon  the  youth.  Two  units.  The 
State  text  book  is  used. 

Science  1.  Plant  Study.  Plant  study  in  the  Fresh- 
man year  is  given  with  a  view  of  creating  an  interest  in 
the  more  advanced  work.  Text  book:  Atkinson's  Stu- 
dies in  Plant  Life.     Two  units. 

Science  2.  Plant  Culture.  The  principles  of  plant 
life  are  taught  and  practical  work  in  the  greenhouse  and 
garden  will  go  far  towards  making  the  pupils  practical 
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homemakers.  Goff's  Principles  of  Plant  Culture  is  used 
as  a  text.     Three  units. 

Science  3.  Botany.  Plants  themselves  form  the  sub- 
jects of  the  lessons  in  Botany,  although  a  text  is  used  as 
a  guide.  The  life  history  of  the  plant  is  followed  suc- 
cessively through  the  stages  of  germination,  growth  and 
reproduction.  Plants  are  classified  and  the  principal 
families  of  the  Alabama  flora  are  studied.  Each  pupil  is 
required  to  make  a  herbarium  and  to  keep  a  note  book 
of  drawings  and  descriptives.  Text  book :  Andrew's 
Botany.     Two  units. 

Science  4.  Horticulture  and  Floriculture.  Horticul- 
ture and  Floriculture  of  a  more  advanced  nature  is  given 
in  the  Senior  year.  This  extends  the  work  to  embrace 
orchard  and  small  fruits  and  the  management  of  winter 
flowers  and  lawns.  Goff's  Principles  of  Fruit  Growing 
and  various  books  of  reference  will  be  used  to  supple- 
ment the  note  books.    Two  units. 

Science  5.  Physics.  Physics  is  studied  throughout 
the  Junior  year.  We  emphasize  the  most  important  laws 
of  Mechanics,  Properties  of  Matter,  Sound,  Heat,  Light, 
etc.  Many  problems  are  solved,  and  a  reasonable  amount 
of  laboratory  work  is  done. 

Each  student  in  Physics  deposits  two  ($2.00)  dollars 
to  cover  expense  of  apparatus.  Text  book :  Millihan 
and  Gale.     Three  units. 

Science  6.  Chemistry.  Chemistry  is  taught  in  the 
Senior  year.  The  laboratory  work  will  be  emphasized- 
A  course  in  Domestic  Chemistry  will  be  given  to  Seniors 
who  wish  to  specialize  in  the  Domestic  Science  work. 

Each  student  deposits  five  ($5.00)  dollars  for  chem- 
icals and  breakage.  Text  book:  Newell's  Descriptive 
Chemistry.     Three  units. 

Science  7.  Physical  Geography.  In  Physical  Geo- 
graphy both  the  inductive  and  deductive  methods  of 
teaching  are  used.     Physiographic  facts  are  associated 
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with  their  causes  and  are  reviewed,  in  relation  to  their 
consequences.  .  .'  ^     ..  ".  _:    . 

Emphasis  is  placed  upon  important  subject  matter,  as 
the  Earth  as  a  Globe,  the  Atmosphere,  Ocean,  Lands. 
Plains,  Mountains,  Volcanoes,  Rivers,  Deserts,  Glaciers, 
etc.     Text  book :     Davis'  Elementary.     Two  units. 

Science  8.  Physiology.  Physiology  is  studied 
throughout  the  Freshman  year.  Stress  is  placed  upon 
all  that  relates  to  Hygiene,  the  purpose  being  to  ac- 
quaint the  pupil  with  the  subject,  both  for  personal 
benefit,  and  as  a  preparation  for  teaching  in  the  pub- 
lic schools.    Text  book:     To  be  selected.    Three  units.

"        Miss  Hardaway.         

The  study  of  Latin  is  the  study  of  the  language,  liter- 
ature and  life  of  the  Romans.  Every  course  will  there- 
fore have  due  regard  for  each  of  these  interests. 

The  Roman  method  of  pronunciation  is  taught.  The 
first  years  are  given  to  thorough  drills  in  the  forms  of 
language.  The  special  aim  throughout  the  course  is  to 
secure  accuracy  in  the  spoken  and  written  forms,  a  nice 
discriminaton  as  to  order  and  idiom,  and  an  intelligent 
appreciation  of  the  influence  of  Latin  upon  our  own 
language. 

Four  courses  are  offered  as  follows: 

Latin  1.  Collar  and  Daniell's  First  Year  Latin. 
Five  units. 

Latin  2.  Caesar's  Gallic  War  (4  books).  Text  book: 
Allen  and  Greenough.  Systematic  study  of  high  school 
Latin.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION.     . .

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  promote  the  health  of 
the  students  and  to  correct  tendencies  to  abnormal  de- 
velopment. 

The  course  in  Physical  Training  includes:  Swedish, 
Light  Gymnastics,  Military  Drill,   Gymnastics. 

Games.  Students  are  encouraged  to  engage  in  out- 
of-door  sports.  Instruction  is  given  in  basket  ball  and 
other  gymnastic  games. 

Students  in  this  department  are  required  to  have  two 
gymnasium  suits  consisting  of  a  dark  blue  blouse  and 
divided  skirt,  and  tennis  shoes.  Corsets  and  other 
binding  or  cramping  garments  are  prohibited.

Pupils  during  the  first  term  who  have  made  sufficient 
progress  in  technique,  rhythm  and  sight  reading  are 
admitted  to  the  orchestra,  which  comprises  a  number 
of  wood  and  brass  wind  instruments,  as  well  as  stringed. 

The  knowledge  of  the  various  instruments  and  the 
introduction  to  symphonic  literature  afforded  by  this 
ensemble  work  are  invaluable  to  those  students  who 
wish  to  become  musicians  as  well  as  players. 

One  hour  and  a  half  a  day  is  the  minimum  required 
for  practice  by  instrumental  pupils  in  the  preparatory 
department.  Advanced  pupils  must  give  from  two  to 
three  hours. 

Weekly  recitals  are  given  throughout  the  session  at 
which  the  pupils  acquire  the  ease  and  self-possession 
necessary  to  a  creditable  performance  before  an  audience. 

A  candidate  for  graduation  must  give  proof  of  her 
qualifications  in  a  public  recital. 
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ART. 

Miss  Pinkston. 

The  regular  course  in  the  Art  Department  covers  four 
years,  and  is  divided  as  follows: 

Class  A — First  Year. 

Elementary  drawing  and  shading  in  charcoal,  ink 
and  sepia  from  geometrical  solids  and  other  objects. 
Simple  Designing  and   Clay  Modeling. 

Class  B — Second  Year. 

Drawing  and  shading  of  heads  in  charcoal  from  cast, 
painting  in  water  colors  from  the  object,  still  life,  fruit 
and  flowers.     Designing  and  Clay  Modeling. 

Class  C — Third  Year. 

Drawing  and  shading  of  heads  and  the  full  length 
figures  from  Antique  in  charcoal;  painting  in  oil  and 
water  colors  from  still  life,  fruit,  flowers  and  landscapes. 
Designing  and  clay  modeling. 

Class  D — Fourth  Year. 

Drawing  and  painting  from  life  in  charcoal,  pencil, 
water  colors,  pastelle  and  ink.  Painting  from  the  object 
and  from  nature  in  the  different  mediums.  Designing 
and  Clay  Modeling. 

After  the  student  has  finished  the  work  laid  down 
for  the  year  and  passed  the  required  examination,  she 
is  given  a  card  signed  by  the  teacher  of  the  department 
that  passes  her  on  to  the  next  higher  class. 

Wood  Carving,  Pyrography  and  China  Painting  are 
taught  in  the  Department. 

We  have  a  No.  6  Revelation  China  Kiln,  and  the  stu- 
dents are  taught  to  fire  the  china. 
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Half  hour  lessons  in  Augsburg's  Free  Hand  Drawing 
Course  given  twice  per  week,  for  which  no  charges  are 
made. 

READING  AND  ORATORY. 

Miss  Hayes. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is,  primarily,  the  develop- 
ment of  the  personal  power.  The  work  is  based  on  the 
fact  that  we  groiv  by  expressio7i.  A  prescribed  course 
is  pursued  in  "Evolution  and  Expression"  and  "Perfec- 
tive Laws  of  Art."  These  furnish  graduated  steps  for 
the  development  oi  the  expressive  powers,  according  to 
natural  laws  of  the  mind,  and  always  maintain  the  in- 
dividuality of  the  pupil. 

The  practical  uses  of  the  work  are  emphasized.  Class 
work  is  very  valuable,  all  being  mutually  helpful,  and 
an  audience  being  necessary  for  the  best  results. 

First  Year. — Evolution  of  Expression ;  Animation ; 
Smoothness;  Volumes  of  Voice;  Forming  the  Elements 
of  Speech;  Slide;  Vital  Slide;  Slide  in  Volume;  Form- 
ing Pictures ;  Literary  Analysis ;  Vitalized  Pictures ; 
Taste;  Relation  of  Values;  Ellipse;  Magnanimity  of 
Atmosphere;  Creative  Power;  Purpose;  Physical  Cul- 
ture; Responsive  Drill;  Voice  Culture;  Dramatic  Inter- 
pretation. 

Second  Year. — Review  Work  in  Evolution  of  Ex- 
pression; Perfective  Laws  of  Art;  Dramatic  Interpreta- 
tion and  Presentation  of  Scenes  from  Shakespeare's 
Plays;  Study  of  Great  Orations;  Physical  Culture;  Voice 
Culture.  .  . 

Third  Year. — Literary  Interpretation;  Poetry  as  a 
Fine  Art;  Platform  Art  with  special  emphasis  upon  the 
choice  and  preparation  of  the  reader's  program;  Expres- 
sive Voice  Culture;  Psycho-vox;  Physical  Culture;  Nor- 
mal Work. 
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The  completion  of  the  Freshman  course  will  be  re- 
quired for  admission  into  the  regular  course  of  Oratory^ 

TELEGRAPHY. 
Miss  Hudson.  ■' 

The  School  of  Telegraphy  offers  one  of  the  most  prac- 
tical and  inviting  fields  in  all  the  industrial  departments, 

Superior  advantages  are  offered  for  a  complete  educa- 
tion in  this  line.  The  office  is  thoroughly  equipped  with 
Bunnell's  latest  improved  main  line  instruments,  keys, 
relays,  and  sounders.  It  has  practice  keys,  and  short 
lines,  thus  making  it  an  actual  telegraph  office,  trans- 
mitting and  receiving  messages  daily.  Pupils  are,  of 
course,  taught  to  receive  by  sound. 

In  learning  telegraphy,  practice  is  the  main  thing  to 
be  considered.  The  office  is  open  at  all  times  for  the 
pupils  who  wish  to  practice  after  school  hours.  The 
course  comprises  a  thorough  knowledge  of  Morse,  send- 
ing and  receiving,  also  the  entire  system  of  bookkeep- 
ing, ledger,  check  report,  and  account  current,  as  used 
in  regular  telegraph  offices.

There  is  given  a  course  in  Single  and  Double 
Entry,  embracing  practical  application  of  business  meth- 
ods.   A  pupil  may  complete  the  course  in  one  year.

The  Department  of  Domestic  Art  offers  (1)  a  Home 
Economics  course,  which  is  a  combination  of  Domestic 
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Art  and  Domestic  Science  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of 
those  students  who  wish  these  subjects  for  home  use, 
offering  at  the  same  time  four  years  continuous  work 
which  may  be  elected  with  either  of  the  three  regular 
four  year  literary  courses;  (2)  a  special  course  in  the 
Junior  and  Senior  years  for  students  entering  the  Junior 
year  of  the  literary  work  and  electing  Domestic  Art  as 
a  major  technical  study;  (3)  a  trade  course  for  young 
women  over  eighteen;  (4)  a  minor  course  for  students 
too  busy  to  devote  the  time  required  in  the  major 
courses. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  COURSE. 

Domestic  Art  1.  Freshman  year  in  which  is  taught 
the  principles  of  plain  sewing,  correct  ideas  of  construc- 
tion, skill  in  the  use  of  tools  and  materials,  and  a  high 
standard  of  attainment.  A  sufficient  number  of  models 
will  be  made  to  insure  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the 
various  stitches,  repairing  of  garments  and  darning. 
One  set  of  model  undergarments  will  be  made  from  pat- 
terns drafted  according  to  measures.  Second  term  will 
include  the  making  of  a  plain  shirt  waist  suit.  Six 
units. 

Domestic  Art  2.  Household  Art  Design,  alternating 
with  Domestic  Art  1.  Drawing  in  line,  dark  and  light, 
and  color;  working  out  the  principles  of  design  for  tex- 
tiles, basketry,  rug  weaving  and  articles  used  in  the 
home;  black  board  work  and  free  hand  sketching.  Four 
units. 

Domestic  Art  3.  Sophomore  year  in  which  is  given 
a  review  of  all  principles  taught  the  first  year;  the  prin- 
ciples of  dressmaking;  taking  of  accurate  measures  and 
the  making  of  patterns;  choice  and  economical  use  of 
dress  material;  the  making  over  of  old  garments.  Such 
models  as  are  necessary  to  understanding  the  subject 
will  be  made.     A  tailored  shirt  waist,  a  cloth  skirt,  a 
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silk  waist,  a  thin  dress  and  a  reception  dress  of  some 
kind  will  be  included  in  the  garments  made.  Students 
furnish  their  own  textile  materials  and  garments  are  the 
property  of  the  student  after  the  closing  of  the  school 
year.     Six  units. 

Domestic  Art  4.  Household  Art  Design.  More  ad- 
vaned  work  in  line,  dark  and  light,  and  color.  Color 
combinations  for  costumes  and  interior  decoration.  Se- 
lection of  good  furniture  and  the  arranging  of  the  var- 
ious rooms  of  a  home.  Second  term  will  include  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  textiles  cotton,  wool,  flax  and  silk.  Four 
units. 

*  Domestic  Art  5.  Millinery.  Twice  a  week  alternat- 
ing with  Domestic  Science  3  in  the  Junior  year.  Ele- 
mentary course  giving  fundamental  principles  necessary 
in  home  use.  Second  term  ends  with  the  making  of  a 
straw  hat  for  spring.     Four  units. 

Special  course  in  Domestic  Art. 

Domestic  Art  6.  Junior  year,  a  condensation  of  De- 
mestic  Art  1  into  two  lessons  a  week  alternating  with 
Domestic  Science  3. 

Domestic  Art  7.  Senior  year,  ten  hours  a  week.  This 
will  include  all  the  work  of  Domestic  Art  2  with  addi- 
tional work  in  tailoring. 

Trade  Course. — Dressmaking.  Ten  hours  a  week  class 
room  work  will  be  required  with  at  least  ten  hours  out- 
side those  given  in  class.  This  course  offers  instruction 
in  advanced  dressmaking  and  tailoring,  with  practical 
work  on  any  orders  which  may  be  taken  by  the  De- 
partment. Students  in  this  course  will  be  required  to 
elect  their  minor  technical  study  in  Household  Art  De- 
sign. Students  applying  for  this  course  must  have  a 
fair  knowledge  of  Domestic  Art  1. 


*This  course  will  not  be  offered  until   September,  1909.     Dress- 
making will  be  given  September,  1908. 
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*Trade  Course. — Millinery.  Requirements  as  to  time, 
minor  technical  study,  and  Domestic  Art  1  will  be  the 
same  as  for  trade  course  in  dressmaking.  This  course 
includes  the  practical  construction  of  various  kinds  of 
hats,  expert  shop  practice  in  the  handling  of  materials 
and  as  far  as  posible  artistic  trimming. 

Minor  courses  in  the  above  outlined  work  will  be  of- 
fered. Only  such  parts  of  it  as  can  be  intelligently  taught 
in  one  lesson  a  week  will  be  given. 

DOMESTIC   SCIENCE. 
Miss  Franklin. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Domestic  Science 
is  to  give  training  in  the  subjects  which  pertain  to  the 
life  in  the  home.  There  are  three  courses  offered  by 
the  department;  a  special  course  in  which  Domestic 
Science  is  the  major;  the  Home  Economics  Course  (Do- 
mestic Science  and  Domestic  Art)  ;  and  a  technical  minor 
in  each  academic  year. 

Major  Domestic  Science  3.  Any  Junior  is  eligible  to 
this  course  and  it  will  meet  the  need  of  those  students 
who  enter  our  school  as  Juniors.  It  is  designed  for  the 
student  who  wishes  to  emphasize  her  training  in  this 
department.  Ten  periods  per  week  are  required,  four 
of  which  are  spent  in  Domestic  Art.  The  lessons  in- 
clude practice  in  regulating  fires,  in  the  cooking  of  meats, 
eggs,  milk,  vegetables,  breads,  cakes,  desserts,  salads 
and  beverages. 

The  theory  work  embraces  the  study  of  food  princi- 
ples, food  composition,  and  the  effects  of  the  application 
of  heat  to  food  materials.    Williams  and  Fishers  "Theory 


*This  course  will  not  be  offered  in  Sentember,  1908,  unless  there 
are  ten   students  applyinq:  for   it. 
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and  Practice  of  Cookery"  is  used,  supplemented  by  out- 
side lectures,  notes  and  recipes. 

Domestic  Science  4.  This  course  requires  ten  periods 
per  week,  six  of  which  are  devoted  to  the  practical  and 
theoretical  side  of  cookery,  the  work  being  a  continuation 
of  Course  3.  Practice  in  serving  luncheons  and  dinners 
is  a  helpful  and  interesting  feature  of  this  course.  Maria 
Parloa's  "Home  Economics"  is  the  text  book  used. 

During  the  first  term  the  four  remaining  periods  are 
devoted  to  a  short  course  in  the  sanitation  of  the  home, 
the  principles  of  which  are  being  constantly  applied 
applied  throughout  the  course.  "Household  Hygiene," 
published  by  the  American  School  of  Home  Economics,, 
is  the  text  used,  embracing  a  study  of  the  principles  of 
plumbing,  heating,  ventilation,  lighting  and  the  water 
supply. 

A  short  course  in  the  essentials  of  household  laundry 
is  given  during  the  second  term,  in  which  the  scientific 
principles  involved  in  laundering  are  taught,  including 
the  use  of  soaps,  starches  and  the  removal  of  stains. 
Each  girl  is  required  to  wash  and  iron  one  article  illus- 
trative of  each  principle  involved. 

HOME   ECONOMICS   COURSE. 

For  courses  given  see  major  Domestic  Science,  Course 
3  and  4. 

A  Technical  Minor  running  two  periods  throughout 
the  year  is  offered.  In  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
years  this  course  is  practical  cookery  and  in  the  two 
years  following,  theory  through  the  study  of  a  text  is 
given. 

No  class  will  be  organized  for  less  than  five  members. 

Every  student  entering  this  department  is  required 
to  have  two  white  aprons,  two  pairs  white  cuffs,  two 
caps  and  holders  and  a  bag  in  which  to  keep  same. 
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UNCLASSIFIED  STUDENTS. 

Special  provision  is  made  for  the  needs  of  those  young 
women,  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  who  are  not  able  to 
enter  the  school  proper  and  who  wish  to  devote  them- 
selves mainly  to  technical  work. 

SPECIAL  STUDENTS.       ^ 

Graduates  of  other  Institutions  of  equal  rank  may 
enter  any  of  the  Technical  departments  and  will  not  be 
required  to  take  any  of  the  work  in  the  Literary  depart- 
ments. Upon  the  completion  of  a  prescribed  course  a 
diploma  will  be  awarded. 

Miscellaneous 

ADMISSION  OF  STUDENTS. 

Pupils  are  admitted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  charter  here  quoted : 

Section  10. — That  any  white  girl  residing  in  Alabama, 
of  good  moral  character,  in  good  health  and  of  suffi- 
cient physical  and  mental  development,  to  be  judged  of 
by  the  President,  and  over  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  who 
shall  comply  with  all  the  requirements  prescribed  by 
the  Trustees,  may  be  admitted  into  the  school,  and  upon 
completing  the  course  of  study  prescribed  at  the  time  of 
her  admission  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Faculty,  shall 
receive  the  degree  and  diploma  or  certificate  she  may 
have  earned.  Whenever  the  accommodations  of  the 
school  are  sufficient  to  admit  more  students  than  apply 
from  Alabama,  then  students  from  other  States,  Terri- 
tories or  foreign  countries  may  be  received  and  instruct- 
ed in  the  school  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may 
be  imposed  by  the  Trustees. 

A  catalog  with  two  application  blanks  will  be  sent 
to  any  person  desiring  to  enter  the  school.      " 

Important. — Every  student  of  last  session  expecting 
to  return  must  make  formal  application  as  if  she  were 
a  new  pupil.     No  reservation  made  the  previous  season 
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will  be  held  unless  the  application  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  President  by  July  1,  1908. 

HOW   TO   REACH    MONTEVALLO. 

Montevallo  is  on  the  Southern  Railway,  in  direct  con- 
nection with  Mobile,  Selma  and  Birmingham.  The  Louis- 
ville and  Nashville  road  crosses  the  Southern  at  Calera.. 
seven  miles  northeast  of  Montevallo,  and  the  Mobile  & 
Ohio  at  Maplesville,  twenty-three  miles  southwest. 

BOARDING  ARRANGEMENTS. 

About  400  boarders  can  be  accommodated  in  the  Dor- 
mitory, assignment  of  rooms  being  made  according  to 
the  date  of  application. 

All  pupils  are  subject  to  the  laws  and  rules  of  the 
school.  Each  pupil  is  expected  to  keep  her  room  in  or- 
der. 

The  evening  study  period  is  for  two  and  a  half  hours, 
and  at  ten  o'clock  all  lights  must  be  out.

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  is  in  charge  of  a  competent  physician  who  visits 
the  Dormitory  daily  and  of  a  trained  nurse  who  resides 
in  the  building. 

Pure  freestone  water  is  furnished  for  drinking.  All 
students  are  required,  under  the  direction  of  the  physi- 
cian, to  take  physical  culture. 
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LAUNDRY. 

A  steam  laundry  has  been  installed,  where  all  the 
work  of  the  school  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  an 
experienced   laundryman. 

Fifteen  (15)  pieces  are  washed  weekly  for  each  pupil 
in  winter,  and  eighteen  (18)  in  spring  and  summer. 
Underwear  must  be  plain.  Overly  trimmed  underwear 
of  perishable  material  will  be  returned  to  the  student 
and  such  student  required  to  supply  herself  with  plain, 
durable  garments.  Thin,  handmade  shirtwaists  will  not 
be  allowed  in  the  laundry. 

UNIFORM. 

1.  The  Sunday  uniform  is  a  grey  suit  ready  made 
(semi-fitting  coat,  plaited  skirt  with  bias  fold  above  hem), 
oxford  cap,  white  shirt  waist  and  grey  gloves.  Each 
student  must  be  supplied  before  coming  to  the  school 
with  four  white  shirtwaists  made  by  Butterick  pattern, 
2065.  The  other  articles  of  the  uniform  will  be  bought 
here.     The  cost  is  as  follows :

Linen  turnovers  will  be  worn  instead  of  the  stiff  col- 
lar, therefore  the  student  should  provide  herself  before 
coming  with  a  sufficient  number  of  plain  or  hemstitched 
turnovers.  Each  new  student  must  deposit  $12.00  for 
uniform  outfit;  former  students  must  deposit  $5.00  for 
skirt,  tie  and  gloves. 

2.  From  the  opening  of  school  until  November  first, 
plain  white  skirts  will  be  worn  on  Sundays  with  the 
uniform   shirt  waist.     Each   student   should,   therefore, 
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provide  herself  before  leaving  home  with  one  or  two 
plain  white  skirts.  All  students  will  wear  this  plain 
white  shirt  waist  suit  the  first  Sunday  after  the  open- 
ing of  the  school;  former  students  must  wear  the  cap, 
new  students  should  be  supplied  with  the  cap  if  possible. 
New  students  will  be  required  to  be  supplied  with  the 
entire  uniform  within  ten  days  after  entering  the  school. 

3.  Every  day  the  students  wear  figured  or  striped 
percale,  gingham,  or  chambray  shirt  waist,  with  a  skirt 
of  some  unwashable  material.  It  is  advised  that  these 
shirt  waists  be  made  with  long  sleeves  and  collar  attach- 
ed. The  garment  would  then  count  as  one  article  in  the 
laundry.  Fancy  and  embroidered  waists  are  positively 
prohibited  for  every  day  wear.  From  November  until 
Easter  no  white  underskirts  will  be  allowed  in  the  laun- 
dry. Each  student  should  be  provided  with  black  sateen 
or  colored  chambray  petticoats  for  every  day  wear. 

For  Gymnasium  use,  two  dark  percale  suits  and  one 
pair  of  gymnasium  shoes  will  be  required.  These  suits 
consist  of  a  blouse  and  divided  skirt  made  by  Butterick 
pattern,  number  1381,  and  must  be  made  sufficiently  large 
to  allow  perfect  freedom  of  motion.  Gymnasium  suit 
must  be  made  before  coming  to  school ;  gymnasium  shoes 
will  be  purchased  at  the  school.  P
